the number of fruit peddlers, but Chicago 
could never miss tuck a chance to show 
the inferiority of St. L >uis even in matters 
of this klud, especially when these good 
points could he urged before a Congres 
sional committee aud given wide publicity 
by the associated press dispatches. 


Secretary Sherman has njt fallen in 
love with the Senate bill defining the 
extent and manner of purchasing bonds 
by the Secretary of the Treasury.

Shop girls are burdened with a reputa­ 
tion they don’t deserve, aud I hate to say 
anything against them,” continued tbe 
shop keeper, “tor there are girls working 
for us who bend their necks to tbe york of 
only labor 
from 
necessity, and whose 
every 
instinct 
and 
action 
is 
that of a lady. But some of 
the girls 
formed a ring with outsiders, and we dis­ 
covered them selling the best goods and 
sending up checks for a nominal figure, 
*25, or 50 cents, when tbe real price might 
have been as many dollars.

formation against the girls sometimes from 
customers. For instance, the last case was 
that of a person who wrote that such and 
such a looking girl at such a counter was 
seen to drop a check on the door and send 
up a check for just so much Jess th»n the 
real price. 
Whenevever our attention is 
directed against employes we generally 
catch.ibem.” 
“ Do the cash boys steal ?” ho was ask­ 
ed 
“We lose a great deal by boys, both in 
our employ and outside. 
You’d bo aston­ 
ished if you knew the number of the sons

bays—that 
we

stealing. 
Among our cash boys there have been 
some very ingenious thieves. One little 
fellow tore leaves out of bls ^eash book so 
nicely that it was not discovered by the 
cashier, although It might have been that 
night.

Presidential candidates, now 
before the public. He replied that ‘’Blaine, 
Edmunds, Sherman, and oitiexs, were ail 
able and worthy gentlemen, but wno tnt 
choice of toe convention would be, be 
could not say.” I said that me Cnicagu 
Tribune seeuud to lavor II.aloe as against 
others; he replied mat “each paper ut any 
import, generally suited itseli in regard to 
its respective Candidates, and they bad s 
perfect right to do so.”
